‘They are now in the wil- 
derness, in parties and companies, and send- 
ing messengers to find each-other, this we de- 
clared unto them, would be their situation, 
until they were utterly wastedand made mon- 
uments of the displeasure of the Lord against 
those who, knowing the truth, departed from it 
and practiced iniquity, and use 
for a cloak to practice laciviousness with 
greediness. 

We warned Joseph Smith and his family, of 
the ruin that was coming on them, and of the 
certain desiruction which awaited them, for 
their iniquity, for making their house, instead 
of a house of God a sink ofcorruption. From 
them we received like treatment, as we did 
from the Twelve, and their followers. The 
Lord has let thein and the world see, that he 
anthorised us td say as we did.
